LONDON. — Unseasonally chilly 
weather did not deter Britain's 40 
millon voters who turned out 
yesterday in what looked like being 
& heavy poll to decide the outcome 
of what hag been called one of the 
most importent elections since 

World War I. 
A record turnout was reported 
from moat parts of the country, 
Prime Minister Edward Heath 
went to vote early yesterday 
warmed by the knowledge that all 
the opinion polls gave his Conser- 
vative Party a alight jead over 
Labour. If these predictions prove 
right he could be in command of 
a 50 or 60 seat majority in the 
next Parliament of 635 members. 
Alao out early was Labour Party 
leader Harold Wilson who voted in 
London before heading north to his 
constituency, He maintained his 
belief that Labour had closed the 
gap in the last few days. 
However, both leaders knew that 


it is the showing of the Liberals 
which could transform the political 
landscape. Both leading parties ac- 
kmowledged the advance of the Li- 
berals, but each believed that voters 
would be drawn from the  uther 
party. 

It was felt that a balance of 
power situation might well exist to- 
day when account is taken not only 
of Liberal success but also of the 
strong support for the Scottish Na- 
tionalists and the loss to the Con- 
servatives of some Ulster members. 

If a balance of power situation did 
arise it is unlikely that an adminis- 
tration could be formed today and it 
could well be early next week be- 
fore a pact or agreement could be 
worked out to allow the new Prime 
Minister to be confident that he 
could rely on a majority in the 
House of Commons. 

Polling which started at 7 am. 
closed at 10 p.m. (midnight, Israel 
time). Final results will not be ex- 
pected before midday tomorrow.

The place, time and format of 
Isrue!-Syri disengagement tales are 
due to be decided this weekend by 
the two parties and U.S. Secretary 
Henry Kissinger, and the talks could 
well begin within a fortnight, in- 
formed sources said in Jerusalem 
last night. The Secretary wil visit 
Israel briefly today to receive from 
Premler Meir Israel's “ideas™ on 
disengagement, which he will take 
with him to President Assad in 
Damascus. 

Yesterday the Cabinet met In Je 
rusalem to hear from Mrs. 
and Ministers Eban and Dayan on 
thelr taiks with the Secretary 
‘Wednesday, when he brought from 
Damascus to Jerusalem the Israel 
PoW list and the news that the 
Syrians would allow the Red Cross 
to visit them today. 

Israel's demand for the lsts and 
the visits before any talks, and 
Syria's refusal to comply, had been 
holding up the disengagement talks 
until now. 

According to the schedule meticu- 
lously worked out by the Secretary, 
the PoWs will have been visited by 
the time Dr. Kissinger and Mrs. 
Melr meet In Tel Aviv at noon to 
discuxa the Israel disengagement 
“Ideas.” 

The place, time and format ques- 
tion revolves around Syrian Insist- 
ence that Egypt play a major role 
in the disengagement talks — al- 
most an “auspices” role. Syria has 
declared its preference for Geneva 
as the venue, and Its suggestion as 
to format is 2 revived Israel-Egypt 
miltary working group with Syrian 
officers taking part too. Siting the 
talks in Geneva would also pre- 
sumably allow for close Soviet in- 
terest and influence. 

Israel does not rule out Egyptian 
participation, but insists that the 
Syrians, not the Egyptians, do the 
actual negotiating, and, above all, 
that the Syrians sign an eventual 
agreement. Israel would prefer a 
spot on the front-line as the site 
of the talks after the style of the 
now-famous U.N. tent at Kilometre 
101, Israel envisages U.N. auspices 
(probably of Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo, 
the Unef Commander).

In the 1967 war 284 private: were 
killed out of 2 total of 777 war dead 
and the percentage of officers killed 
was 20 per cent — at that time con- 
sidered disproportionately higher 
than customary in any other drmy. 
During the Sinai campaign of 1956, 
80 out of a total of 171 killed were 
privates. 

These figures were, as the army 
spokesman pointed out to military 
correspondents here yesterday, the 
strongest refutation of theories be- 
ing heard that the October war was 
“the war of the privates.” 

A breakdown of the ranks of the 
dead of this war reveals that it cost 
Israel the highest percentage of of- 
ficers — 606 or almost one-quarter 
of the total fatalities.

TEL AVIV. — Al 21 soldiers 
who survived the Syrian on- 


sSlaught on the Hermon mioun- ᾿ 


tain garrison are alive in Syria. 
Their names were among the 65 
on the prisoner of war list 
brought from Damascus on Wed- 
nesday by U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 

The 65 include a number of air 
crewmen shot down over Syrian 
territory, paratroopers and tank 
erews as well as a handful of 
survivors of front line defences 
taken by the Syrians during the 
first 24 hours of the October war. 

Observers here believe the 

‘Syrians will today permit the 
first vialt to the prisoners of an 
International Red Cross delega- 
tion. The scheduled arrival of 

. US. Secretary of State Henry 

i is expected to lend 
welght to this decision. 

‘Syria claims the prisoners are 
now being treated in accordance 
with international rules. 

Communications Minister Shi- 
mon Peres yesterday warned 


against expecting the imminent 
release of the PoWs. 

“Israel has not made the re- 
lease of the PoWs a condition for 
the opening of talks," Mr. Peres 
said. He was addressing students 
during a question-and-answer ses- 
Sion at Tel Aviv University. 

Mr. Peres was optimistic on the 
chances of reaching a settlement 
with the Syrians. He told the 
students the visit of Dr. Kissinger 
might see an opportunity for dia- 
logue with Syria similar to that 
Israel conducted with Egypt. 
“This would make it possible for 
us to chart a separation of 
forces map, bring about the re- 
lease of the PoWs and create a 
new climate of relations between 
Israel and Syria.” 

Israel's position was that talks 
would be limited to areas whose 
status has been altered since the 
outbreak of the Yom Kippur War 
ie, the areas which Israel occu- 
Pied beyond the “lilac line.” 

As for the next phase of the 
talks with Egypt, the Minister 
said that they should involve a 
Permanent settlement and an end

Stabbing ruled 
self-defence 


TEL AVIV. — A man who stabbed 
the ex-husband of 3 woman friend 
three times in the chest was 
acquitted by the District Court here 
this week, after he convinced the 
court he acted in self-defence. 
Meir Debre, 30, a loca! resident, 
was charged with stabbing Shmuel 
Gipstein last August, at the home 
of Gipstein's former wife Dafna, 
Gipstein, the court found, was 
jealous of his ex-wife, whom Debre 
befriended, and accused the latter 
of being the cause of the couple's 
divorce. He had assaulted Debre and 
had threatened to kill him if he 
continued to sce his ex-wife. 
Debre subsesuently purchased a 
switch blade In order to defend 
himself, and at the same time 
complained to the police of Gip- 
stein's threats.

Bomb at Rishon

— A_ police 
sapper yesterday morning dismantl- 
ed a small bomb at the central bus 
station here, minutes before it was 
et to go off. 

The bomb was inside a smal 
yellow nylon bag tucked into the 
back seat of a bus that pulled into 
Rishon Lezion empty, after driving 
Arab workers from Gaza to Tel 
Aviv. 

Nine passengers boarded the bus 
as it was about to leave from the 
central bus station on a local route 
to the Ramat Eliahu Quarter. A 
tenth noticed the beg and decided 
to turn it over to the station man- 
ager, Shmuel Bidlovsky. 

Mr. Bidlovsky told The Jerusalem 
Poat he peeked inside, saw many 
wires, heard a ticking noise and 
shouted to a driver to summon the 
police. Holding the bag gently, he 
ran towards 2 “security pit” at the 
station built specially for the de- 
posit of suspicious objects, He laid 
the bag gently in the pit and kept 
people back from the spot. 

Mr. Bidlovsky said the police ar- 
rived In minutes, at 7.12 am. (a 
rush hour at the central bus sta- 
tion). The police sapper dismantled 
the bomb. its clock showed that at 
7.15 am. — three minutes later — 
St was set to explode. 

The bomb was made up of two 
kilos of flammable material, a smali 
Plastic container of fuel and an 
electric circuit connected to the 
time device,

U.S. Army may appeal

WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Army said on Wednesday that it has 
not decided whether to appeal 
against a judge's order freeing Lt. 
William Calley on bail while his 
murder conviction in the My Lai 
massacre case is being reviewed. ᾿ 

“A possible appeal is under study, 
a spokesman said, while Secretary of 
the Army Howard Callaway confer- 
red with his top civilian and military 
lawyers. 

‘One senior lawyer, describing the 
development as unique in a case of 
this kind, told a reporter, “We are 
scratching our heads right now” on 
how to proceed. 

Meanwhile, the Army spokesman 
said that military police guards have 
been removed from Calley’s quarters 
at Fort Benning, Georgia, and that 
he is free to come and go as he 
wishes, with no requirement that he 
report to his military superiors for 
any assignment.

In addition, the Bank 
warned, “they reveal little about the 
absolute state of poverty in. the 
developing world, and nothing about 
its distribution “within each ‘coun-

The base year for the data is 1971. 
At the time it showed the annual 
per capita income in Israel ($3,190) 
recipient of sizeable amounts 
of U.S. foreign aid) was greater 
tham the per capita income in Ja- 
pan or Italy, ordinarily considered 
developed countries which give aid. 

The Atlas estimated the popuia- 
tion of the People’s Republic of 
China was the biggest in the world 
at 787,180,000, with a growth rate 
of 18 per cent during the 1965-71 
period. India’s population was es- 
timated at 561,123,000, with a 
growth rate of 2.2 per cent. 

The richest country in the world, 
uncontested, was the United States 
with a Gross National Product rat- 
ed at $5,160 and growing during the 
1965-71 period at 1.9 per cent. 
Sweden trailed with 2 per capita 
output of $4,240 but a 3 per cent 
growth rate annually for the 1965- 
τι period. Canada was within $100 
‘of Sweden and growing faster (3.4 
per cent). 

According to the Atlas data, sev- 
eral nations experienced shrinking 
economies: Jordan, Ghana, Senegal, 
South Vietnam, Cambodia, People's 
Democratic Republic of Yemen, Su- 
ear Haiti, Niger, Cuba and Bangle- 


Po growth rates for the 
1965-71 period were paced by El 
Salvador, which had 3,679,000 resi- 
dents in 1971, and a growth rate of 
3.9 per cent annually. No country 
showed «4 negative population 
growth, but East Germany had a 
zero growth. 

In economic growth, some of the 
most striking gains were made in 
the Communist bloc. Twenty-three 
countries posted average annual 
growth rates of five per cent or bet- 
ter during the 1965-71 period. Japan,

“Of these, nearly 3,000,000 live in 
Israel, the Jewlsh homeland. The rest 
are scattered. It is surely under- 
standable that all Jews, remember- 
ing the death of 6,000,000 in the 
Holocaust, are extraordinarily sensi- 
tive concerning the question of Is- 
rael's security. There is no ‘imperial 
adventure,’ as Father Berrigan could 
learn if he visited here, But he's 
never been to Israel. 

He should have come here before 
he made his comments," Boyd said. 
“I would like to take him through 
Yad Vashem. 

“Past Jewish experience has lel 
Jews toward a new self-strength. 
Father Berrigan is grievously wrong

“But we 
decided the protest was so tm- 
portant that we had to run that 
risk... Besides, anyone who works 
for the draft board deserves no 
more. consideration than the 
guards at Belsen and Dachau.” 

A Jewish professor — a refu- 
gee from Nazi Germany — fol- 
lowed Berrigan to the speakers’ 
podium and said: “That remark 
4s either blasphemous or you are 
a fool...”

In response to Berrigan’s charge 
that Christians supporting Israel are 
acting out of guilt feelings towards 
the Jews, Boyd sald:

“And the violence of Father Ber- 
rigan's rhetoric calls into serious 
question his stance as an apostle

“The time has come ‘when we 
need to recognize that we hold a 
distorted picture of prophets — an 
exploitative theology recognizes only 
an enraged Christ of popular, cine- 
matic revolutionary trappings. This 
serves to stereotype prophets as 
being angry or polemical men who 
blow up the peace, instead of re-~ 
concillng people.”

BRUSSELS, — 
A NEW Bible Concordance, pre- 
= pared with the aid of a com- 
puter, is shortly to be published. 
The work, by Father Georges Pas- 
selecg, a Belgian Benedictine monk 
from the mountain abbey of Ma- 
redsous, was begun in 1958. Today, 
15 years and 150,000 IBM cards 
later, the result is 8 concordance 
with a difference. 

Father Passelecg, a man of me- 
dium height and lofty ideals, is 
known for his ensdition, his sense 
of humour, his love of Israel What 


-|Prompted him to launch such a 


long-range, painstaking undertak- 
ing? 


In an exclusive interview with 
The Jerusalem Post, he gives his 
answer: 

“The Bible, which is the Word 
of God, is used by the faithful of 
the Jewish and Christian religions 
alike 4s a source of prayer and 
meditation. Eut it is also a refer- 
ence work used by scholars the 
world over who study theology, 
Philosophy, cthics, ancient litera- 
ture, history and sociology. I wanted 
to create ἃ tool to lighten their 
labours. In addition, the idea is to 
make the Bible easily accessible 
not only to scholars. but to all whe 
use it’ 

And with a twinkle in his eye, 
the Father, who looks younger than 
his 64 years, adds, “This big fat 
baby will make its debut around 
Pesach.” 

The “baby,” 2 kind of conceptual 
dictionary of the Bible, is in 
French, Father Passelecq’s mother- 
tongue. He masters six other lan- 
guages: English, Dutch, German, 
Latin, Greek and Hebrew. The big 
difference between this work and 
other concordances, apart from the 
unusual methods used here, lies in 
the fact that it deals net only with 
words, but also with concepts. 
While other concordances list the 
Passages in which a certain word 
from the Biblical text is used, the 
new work also contains references 
to ideas and particular subjects. 

For example, a reader looking 
up the word “crime” in a concor- 
dance like, say, Cruden's will find 
four listings referring to the word 
in the Biblical text: 1. Job 31:11 
— “this is a heinous crime, yea, it 
is an iniquity"; 2, Hzekiel 7:23 — 
“for the land is full of bloody 
crime,” and two others from the 
New Testament. But the reader 
need not be a criminologist or a 
Bible scholar to know that these 
do not cover all the cases of crime 
occurring in the Good Book In 
Father Passelecq's new conceptual 
eoncordance, references can be 
found to the classical crimes de- 
scribed in the Bible where the text 
does not contain the actual word 
“crime,” such as: the murder of 
Abe], the rape of Tamar, and the

computer entered the stage. Fathers 
Ferdinand Poswick and Eric de 
Borchgrave from the nearby Bene- 
dictine monastery of Quevy took 
courses in computer programming 
and arranged to use --- after hours, 
and on holidays — the IBM 370 
computer of the Caisse General 
d'Epargne et Retraite (CGER), a 
savings bank organized by the Bel- 
gian government. Three nuns 
joined the small staff, transferring 
the material to punched cards. 
Each of the some 9,000 “key 
words” in this scholarly work is 
listed together with synonyms and 
analogies aimed to help the stu- 
dent of the Bible to get, at a 
glance, a more complete picture of 
his subject at hand. 

The land of the Bible and its 
people have abways been close to 
Father Georges’ heart. This, to- 
gether with his profound human- 
ism, led him during the Nazi era to 
become an active member of the 
underground. He helped Jews who 
had earlier fled from the Nazis and 
were being rounded up in Belgium 
by German occupying forces. Him- 
self arrested in 1941, Father Pas- 
gelecq spent the war in Nazi pri- 
sons, including almost a year in 
Dachau. This only strengthened his 
devotion to the Jewish people and 
his determination to be on the side 
of right. 

AS 8. committed Christian, and 
living by the precept that deeds 
are as important as words, Georges 
Passelecq 18 now active in Belgian 
interfaith programmes. He is paz- 
ticularly concerned wtih all political 
actions for Israel. 

Shortly after the October War, 
the Belgian Catholic Commission 
on Christian-Jewish Relations, of 


standing of the feeling of the Jew- 
ish people for its land. “We want 
peace at any price — unless justice 
is jeopardized,” the declaration said 
im part. As none of the Belgian 


= newspapers published the statement, 


the Commission printed it in large 
numbers and distributed it to re- 
ligious and political leaders in the 
country. 


More often than not seen in 
ordinary elothes rather than in his 
brown monk's robe, Father Passelecq 
spends only about half his time 
on the srounds of his monastery, 
which he calles “my kibbutz with- 
out women.” When he is there, he 
studies, writes snd preaches, His 
most recent sermon, like so many 
others in the past, dealt with the 
political situation in the Middle 
East. He called it — “Peace — do 
it yourself." 

When he is not in Maredsous, 
the monastery known ‘or its ex- 
cellent cheese and weekend “re- 
treats,” be travels around to bring 
his message beyond its walls. Audi- 
ences both in Europe and in the 
United States listen to him lecture 
in church and synagogue on his 
favourite topics: Judaism and Isreel. 
And ‘he invariably takes leave of 
his Israeli friends with the words, 
“Am Yisrael Hai!” 

His ‘affinity to Jewish thought 
has led Father Passelecq to under- 
take several translations from Eng- 
lish into French of the writings of 
Jewish theologians and philosophers. 
He has translated Solomon Schech- 
ter’s “Major Concepts of the Tal- 
mud” as well as "God in Search 
of Man" and “A Call for Truth” 
by Abraham J. Heschel. 

His passion for the Bible and 
his desire to make it available ta 
the masses was responsible for the 
Maredsous Bible, his first written 
achievement upon regaining free- 
dom from Nazi prisons. Translated 
by him into French from the He- 
brew and the Greek, the Maredsous 
Bible was a decided improvement 
on earlier French versions, which 
used formal, stilted language and 
bore price tags beyond the reach 
of ordinary folk. Popular in price 
and words, the Maretsous Bible, 
published in 1951, has to date sold 
more than 700,000 copies. 

In order to be complete, the Con- 
cordance, which is his latest and 
Most ambitious work, would have 
had to contain about one million 
quotations across 5,000 pages and 
would, by reason of price, have had 
to become the exclusive domain of 
the wealthy 3; t. ‘However, 
stresses the lively Father, the idea 
was to make a populer work avail- 
able to all sections of the popul- 
ation. 

‘The college-dictionary-sized volume 
contains 1,250 pages with some 
150,000 Biblical references. Pub-

Who’s afraid of American cars? 


HOW TO BREAK THE FEAR BARRIER 


“People who have got used 
to driving American cars will 
find it hard to give them up, 
and those who have dreamed 
for years of buying an Amer- 
ican car will not be willing to 
leaving the buying in the 
realm of dreams." This was 
the opinion recently offered by 
a well known American psy- 
chologist, when asked about 
the likely repercussions of the 
energy crisis on sales of local 
and foreign cars. 

It is no secret that the Ameri- 
iean car has served as a sta- 
tus symbol This car, the ex- 
ternal and internal appearance 
of which gladdens the eye, has 


been bought outside the 
U.S.A. by various groups who 
have wished to demonstrate 


their status. In the course of 
time, the American car has 
ceased to be a status symbol. 
Purchasers of these cars now 
include industrial and com- 
mercial companies, and also 
people working in various pro- 
fessions, who have to make 
more or less long journeys. 
It is being increasingly realiz- 
ed that driving and riding in 
an American car is not tiring 
— you reach your destination 
fresh, and ready for business. 


The entry of used Amer- 
ican cars into the transport 
scene has, over a period, na- 
turally enlarged the number 
of drivers of compacts, and 
it is now possible to find driv- 
ers of American cars among 
those with average salaries. 


In Israel, the acceptance of 
the American car has been a 
slow but continuous process. 
The main reason for this is 
to be found in Israeli taxing 
policy, which has produced a 
hie ‘difference hetween the 
“heavy” American cars — 
heavy because of the materials 
used in their manufacture — 
and European cars. This pol- 
icy bas been changed only re- 
cently, and there are now no 
big differences between the 
prices of certain models of 
American carg and upper eche- 
lon European cars. 

There is no doubt that, dur- 
ing the fifties, the assembly 
of compacts in Israel by lin 
Industries contributed to the 
acceptance of the concept of 
American car travel — travel 
in cars which are not “pun- 
ished” by the march of time. 
Younger people who had not 
considered buying an Americ- 
an car began to buy them 
“wholesale,” and demand ex- 


panded to absorb all cars 
available. 
Local assembly did, of 


course, enable us to keep our 
imports in check. Public com- 
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panies, Zahal, the Government 
and private companies began 
to buy American cars, not 
just for those in the manag- 
ing director class, but also for 
senior executives and senior 
officers in Zahal. 

It became increasingly clear 
that it was not only ministers 
and deputy ministers who re- 
quire rugged cars, capable of 
covering hundreds of  kilo- 
metres every day, without 
strain — those who work with 
ministers also require such 
cars. 

At the beginning of the Oc- 
tober War, there were plenty 
of compacts of various types 
available on the Israeli market. 
There was no lack of buyers 
for these cars. Buyers sought 
them out from dealers, and 
also from private owners. 
Many owners of compacts were 
asked if they wanted to sell. 
Used car dealers reported that 
such cars were usually snap- 
ped up. Those who snapped 
them up were people who know 
how to appreciate a good car, 
who Enow what lies under the 
smart exterior, and how to 
put the qualities of such a 
ear to good use. 

During the War, everyone 
became aware of the worth of 
these cars. In the neighbour- 
hood of the front lines the 
were taken over roads whic! 
were really churned up, and on 


“missions” which deserve a 
place in the annals of Zahal. 
The emergency situation 


arising after the War produc- 
ed a temporary drop in sales 
of such cars. An Israeli socio- 
logist who was asked about 
this by a journalist replied, 
“Anyone who thi the ex- 
planation is connected with 
the rise in the price of pe- 
tro] is seriously mistaken. 
There is no gainsaying that 
the increase in petrol prices 
is having an effect, and that 
it constitutes a financial bur- 
den. It seems to me, however, 
that some kind of fear barrier 
exists, which is felt in various 
fields and by various products. 
The car is one of the clearer 
examples of this phenomenon.” 
Why is this? 

The sociologist’s answer: “If 
at the present time, Someone 
buys, say, a stereo set for 
which he pays a good price, 
the fact is known only to his 
family and friends. He does 
not have to expose his pur- 
chase to the eyes of the ge- 
neral public. The situation is 


different when he buys a new 
ear: this is seen by all and 
sundry, including the neigh- 
bours. The potential buyer 
now has to ask himself, ‘Am 
I sure ['m doing the 
thing; can I break the fear 
barrier, or should I take ac- 
count of public opinion?’ 

And if we are considering 
public opinion, it is no secret 
that, in the last fortnight, a 
distinet revival has been felt 
in product demand, this being 
a reflection of the expectation 
of devaluation, which would 
result in general price  in- 
creases. These people are buy- 
ing items which they feel they 
need. The items referred to 
are, in the main, replacements 
—- not items being bought for 
the first time: the replace- 
ment of a refrigerator, TV 
set, washing machine, dish 
washer, vacuum cleaner, ete. 
The question arises: Why is it 
that the replacement of house- 
hold items in the present pe- 
riod, irrespective of price, is 
quite natural, and causes the 
purchaser no twinges of con- 
science, while to change your 
ear, an item which is essential 
to you, produces whispers in 
every corner? The answer has 
recently been provided by a 
well known Tel Aviv psycholo- 
pist: The. purchase of a car 
has become impossible for cer- 
tain sections of the public, as 
a result of the extremely steep 
rise in the cost of running it, 
and this naturally produces 
frustration. The sight of a 
private car is thus an aggra- 
vation, and the sleeker the 
car, the greater the aggrava- 
tion. 

it may sound strange, but 
this question is also affected 
by the problems of public 
transport. Every day, thou- 
sands of people have to wait 
long periods in all weather 
at bus stops, while streams of 
private cars go by, in front of 
their eyes. Even if many driv- 
ers stopped to pick people up, 
there would not be room for 
everybody. It is not surprising 
therefore, that unfriendly re- 
marks have been voiced, and 


have occasionally appeared in - 


the press. Drivers of American 
cars formed ἃ natura} target, 
because of the elegant appear- 
ance of their cars. The fear 
barrier around the act of buy- 
ing such cars has not proved 
an unbreachable barrier. It 
remained intact only a very 
short time 

During recent weeks, a note- 


worthy and increasing up- 
surge has been felt in sales 
of new American cars. If the 
importers were worried for a 
short period, as a result of 
the temporary drop in sales, 
their euphoria is now marked. 

In this connection, one of 
the importers hag explained: 
“I was not worried. I felt that 
when the separation of forces 
agreement was signed, there 
would be a re-awakening, and 
it seems I was right. I be- 
lieve that, when a new gov- 
ernment is formed, and their 
is ἃ stabilization of the po- [ἢ 
litical situation this re- 
awakening will be even more 
marked. It may take a little 
while until we return to the 
Position that existed: before 
the October War, but there 
are already grounds for optim- 
ism.” 

Another importer said, “It 
must be admitted that, at the 
present time, there is a spirit 
of retrenchment in public and 
government circles, and this 
has affected private indivi- 
duals. However, people have 
decided fairly quickly that buy- 
ing an American car does not |, i 
constitute extravagance, but i 
rather the contrary. Anyone 
willing to work things out ac- 
curately will find that, despite 
the apparent higher increase 
in the cost of running an 
American car, compared with 
the costs for a European car, 
as a long term proposition, an 
American car is the best pos- 
sible investment.” Of course, 
if there is a devaluation, some 
institutions and individuals 
now hanging fire, for one rea- 
gon or another, over the buy- 
ing of an American car, will 
be kicking themselves over 
the price increase resulting 
from the devaluation, just as 
those who have been quicker 
off the mark will be congra- 
tulating themselves. 


The only problem is, of 
course, the overcoming of the 
fear barrier. The number of 
people overcoming this barrier 
is increasing, since more and 
more people are coming to | 
the conclusion that there is no 
ved to be afraid of the Amer- | 
ican car. It may insist on its 
ration of petrol, but certainly 
does not “swallow” its owner. 
The general public has also 
come to terms with these new 
cars, and today is not put out 
by them. 

We may quote a well-known 
economist: “Were asked, 
what is the best investment {}} 
today? I would answer, an 
American car.” It could wali 
be that he meant it.

The 
receivers, who insisted on ἃ positive 
answer by this morning, warned 
that otherwise the plant may be 
shut down, 

The works committee said the 
factory, which makes nylon stock- 
ings and pantyhose, was established 
in 1961 by a French Investor, Ber- 
nard Lieberman, and it had always 
done well, 

The first sign that something was 
wrong came last August, when the 
firm applied to, the Ministry for a 
ΤΩ million working capital loan, 
But in tact the firm wos in dire 
financial straits, with debts amount- 
ing to ILj14 million, The council 
had pressed the ministry to make 
capital available to save the plant, 
although it had strong reservations 
on “how so much money was lost 
Bo suddenly.” The Ministry 
but appointed a trustee from the 
banks. It was then also discovered 
that the firm had fafled to pass on 
1L250,000 to the Histadrut’s Mivta- 
him pension fund and the sick fund, 
‘covering five months’ payments, half 
of which had in fact been deducted 
from the workers’ salaries. In ‘Oc- 
tober the committee to the 
unpaid leave for 180 of the workers 
to. save the firm. 

Some 200 of the workers are local 
residents, and the rest come in from 
Nazareth, Beit She'an aud the 
neighbouring villages. There is no 
alternative ployment available for 
30 many workers in Afula. 

Furthermore, the Sugar Refine- 
ries, which have 120 permanent 


during the usual two-month season 
in May and June, will work only 
20 days this year. Sugar beet grow- 
ing haa been cut down from 250,000 
to 100,000 tons, as a result of re- 
vised government incentive policies. 

Next year's outlook 19 uncertain. 
A report from an interministerial 
enquiry commission on the future 
of suger refining in Israel is pend- 
ing. Until the report is submitted 
the Agriculture Minister has put off 
a meeting requerted by the Lubour 
Council and municipality to plead 
for the continuation of the Afula 


plant. 
The works committee sald: “We 
don't see why the Government, 


which has poured so many millions 
into the plant, should now draw the 
line when our very future Is at 
stake.” 

They noted that the veterans had 
joined the plant when they were 
in their early twenties, had specia- 
lized in skills that are of no use 
in any other branch, and that they 
now feared that even their sever- 
ance pay was in danger. They had 
built their future on the plant, and 
many had large families to sup- 
port, and debts to meet. 

The workers will insist that the 
Plant be kept going and, regardless 
of who may buy it, that 250 to 300 
workers be kept on with their full 
social benefit rights — “Otherwise 
we shall take our families to de- 
monstrate and strike in Jerusalem.”

The visitor was confident that 
Israel would learn from the mis- 
takes made prior to the recent war. 

“If the lesson involves drastic 
changes, so be it, though for people 
in my age-group Golda Meir prac- 
tically stands for Israel.” But, he 
added, “you are paying for your 
mistages, and’ I have confidence 
in your judgment of what must be 
done to find a solution.” YT.

Recession 


unlikely in 


W. Europe this year 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Western 
Burope is now not likely to have 
& severe business recession this 
year — even though some econom- 
ists would almost welcome one a5 2 
way of halting runaway inflation, 
says U.S. News and World Report.” 

The American news magazine 
says: “That's the brighter side of 
the picture. The darker side: the 
relatively brisk rate of economic 
growth Europe has enjoyed for more 
than 12 years is likely to slow down 
because of inflation, labour troubles 
and the energy crisis.” 


In a report from European capitals 
in its March 4 issue, released on 
Monday, the magazine says this is 
a bright spot in the over-all pic- 
ture: any shortages of energy in 
1974 are unlikely to be so acute 
as to bring about a recession. In 
fact, alarmist predictions only last 
December that cutbacks in oil ex- 
ports by Arab producers would 
bring industries to a halt now turn 
out to have been wide of the mark. 
Western Europe is not suffering 
from any serious shortages of pet- 
roleum, 

The magazine says, “even so, the 
price that will have to be paid 
from now on for oil imports casts 
@ long shadow over what had pre- 


. viously been relatively smooth, ef- 


fortless progress toward ever-higher 
Uving standards. Consumer prices 
in Europe are now advancing at 
rates between eight and 12 per 
cent a year. But the full effects 
of mounting raw material prices 
and fuel costs on consumer prices 
will be felt only later in 1974. 

“America is seen 88 having a 
better chance to beat inflation than 
Europe, where wage demands by 
militant labour unions and state 
welfare schemes are costly. Even a 
rise in unemployment, expected in 
1974, is unlikely to prevent unions 
from pressing for maximum cash 
gains. Outlook, therefore, is for 


1974.
